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At City Council... 

City eyeing $1.8 million budget 

The Brownsville City Council at its meeting Wednesday approved first reading 
of an ordinance proposing a $1.8 million budget for the fiscal year. It will include 
a 3% raise for all full time and part-time city employees. 

At a public hearing prior to the regular meeting there were no objections or 
comments regarding the expenditure of $61,359 set aside for street maintenance, 
repair and paving in the city, according to City Clerk Lori Burnett. 

Local Government Economic Assistance program will provide $19,289 for 
street repair, and $42,070 is being appropriated from the Municipal Road Aid 
Program. 

Most of the funds will be used for asphalt patching and paving as a result of the 
city’s sewer rehabilitation project. 

The contract with the city’s cable TV provider, Mediacom, expires this year. 

The council voted to have City Attorney Mark Lovell contact cable companies 
in neighboring cities to see if they would be interested in providing cable TV 
service for Brownsville. 

The city will again this year contribute $340 to the annual aging services con¬ 
tract through BRADD. 

A presentation was given by John Madison regarding supplemental insurance 
for city employees and councilmen. The council took no action on the matter. 

The council went into closed session regarding a personnel matter.

THE HISTORY CHANEL 


• On May 31, 1859, the massive 
clock-tower bell known as Big Ben, 
located at the top of the 320-foot-high 
St. Stephen’s Tower, rings out over the 
Houses of Parliament in Westminster, 
London, for the first time. Just two 
months later, however, the heavy strik¬ 
er cracked the bell. 

• On May 30, 1911, the inaugural 
Indianapolis 500 is run at the India¬ 
napolis Motor Speedway in Indiana. 
With the exception of a break in 1917 
and 1918 for World War I and from 
1942 to 1945 for World War II, the 
200-lap, 2 1/2-mile race has been run 
every year.

Levy had refused to provide basic 
instruction in skin disease to Green 
Beret medics, saying it would be used 
as a “tool of political persuasion” in 
Vietnam. He did 26 months hard labor 
and was dismissed from the service. 

• On May 28, 1987, Matthias Rust, 
a 19-year-old amateur pilot from 
West Germany, takes off from Hel¬ 
sinki, Finland, and travels undetected 
through more than 400 miles of Soviet 
airspace. After Rust landed his small 
Cessna aircraft in Red Square by the 
Kremlin, an American diplomat in 
the Soviet Union joked, “Maybe we 
should build a bunch of Cessnas.”

The U.S. Food and Drug 
Administration has approved 
Inlyta (axitinib) to treat 
patients with advanced kid¬ 
ney cancer (renal cell carci¬ 
noma) who have not respond¬ 
ed to another drug for this 
type of cancer. Renal cell car¬ 
cinoma is a type of kidney 
cancer that starts in the lining 
of very small tubes in the kid¬ 
ney. Inlyta works by blocking 
certain proteins called kinas¬ 
es that play a role in tumor 
growth and cancer progres¬ 
sion. Inlyta is a pill that 
patients take twice a day. 
Recently approved drugs for 
the treatment of kidney can¬ 
cer include sorafenib (2005), 
sunitinib (2006), tem- 
sirolimus (2007), everolimus 
(2009), bevacizumab (2009) 
and pazopanib (2009). The 
most common side effects 
observed in greater than 20 
percent of patients in the clin¬ 
ical study were diarrhea, high 
blood pressure, fatigue, 
decreased appetite, nausea, 
loss of voice, hand-foot syn¬ 
drome, weight loss, vomiting, 
weakness and constipation. 
Patients with high blood pres¬ 
sure should have it well con¬ 
trolled before taking Inlyta.

A drug commonly used to 
treat seizures appears to make 
eye tumors less likely to grow 
if they spread to other parts of 
the body, according to a 
report in the journal Clinical 
Cancer Research. Uveal 
melanoma, the second most 
common form of melanoma, 
can be very aggressive and 
spread, or metastasize, from 
the eye to other organs, espe¬ 
cially the liver. But drugs 
known as histone deacetylase 
(HDAC) inhibitors alter the 
conformation of the DNA of 
the agressive form of uveal 
melanoma, which changes 
the way key genes are 
expressed, rendering the 
tumor cells less aggressive.

No hate 
from here, despite shameful omis¬ 
sion and commission some media 
created and passed on to another 
generation as history - Rupp was 
racist. 

To wit: Last week, a cable net¬ 
work promotion for an upcoming 
movie feature described Glory 
Road as “Texas Western ... first 
all-black team to play an all-white 
(Kentucky).” 

The movie title was stolen from 
a Rupp speech. Texas Western 
was not an all-black team. And, 
the Miners-Wildcats game in 
1965 was not the first meeting of 
even a mostly black and all-white 
college basketball team. 

• One-and-Done-ism. Close, but 
no hate here either because it 
won't last. Fans can spin it how¬ 
ever, but it's a naked contradiction 
to college student-athletics and 
blatant exploitation of almost ex¬ 
clusively black teenagers, for 
profit. 

To wit: With Hall of Famers 
Bob Knight and Pat Summitt dis¬ 
tinguished records of academic 
and athletic success for compari¬ 
son, a college coach who encour¬ 
ages a get-around-the-rules, 
get-rich-quick scheme is shameful 
no matter how much it do liar- 
profits a college and its coaches. 
BEST OF TOY SHOP? 

Tis a comfort to me to know 
there are fans who understand that 
sports columnists love a feel-good 
story as much or more than they 
do. Great fun to write about... 

• Anthony Davis. Remarkably 
pleasant and poised teenager who 


is still living his dream. 

• Louisville’s run to the Final 
Four. Lasting reward? An array of 
skilled players who know the way 
back. 

• Western Kentucky. The under¬ 
dog dynamic come to life in Hill- 
topper basketball new coach at 
midseason and marvelous run 
from oblivion to the Sun Belt 
Tournament title and NCAAs. All 
the way to no surrender against 
national championship-bound 
Kentucky, it was a drama in brav¬ 
ery we all revel in. 

And finally, from sports’ Toy 
Shop, optimism that more good 
stuff is on the way. 

Because sports is still peopled 
by thoughtful and reasonable men 
and women. Steve Kerr is one. He 
played at Arizona, 15 years in the 
NBA, became an NBA general 
manager and now is an analyst for 
CBS-Sports.

Safely riding an AXV on hills

Kentucky is known for 
its rolling hills, but these 
hills can pose great dan¬ 
gers when navigated by 
inexperienced all-terrain 
vehicle drivers. Under¬ 
standing how to safely 
ride on hills is important 
for ATV drivers of all 
ages and experience lev¬ 
els. 

Navigating hills im¬ 
properly could cause the 
driver to lose control or 
cause the ATV to over¬ 
turn. Both could result in 
serious personal injury or 
death. 

ATV drivers should 
know their limits and re¬ 
alize that some hills may 
be too steep for their 
abilities. Some hills may 
be too steep for drivers of 
any age and ability to 
safely travel. 

It’s important for driv¬ 
ers to use good common 
sense when deciding on 
whether to climb a hill 
because if it looks too 
steep, it probably is. 

Drivers should always 
look ahead for changes 
in the landscape. As a hill 
approaches, it’s impor¬ 
tant for the driver to shift 
to a lower gear and ac¬ 
celerate to gain momen¬ 
tum to climb the hill. 
Drivers should keep feet 
firmly on the vehicle’s 
foot rests and keep their 
weight going uphill at all 
times. 

When climbing a hill, 
drivers may need to 
switch to a lower gear to 
keep the engine from 
jerking or stalling. To 
keep the wheels on the 
ground, shift quickly and 
briefly release the throt¬ 
tle. 

If the ATV doesn’t have 
enough power to reach 
the top of hill but has for¬ 
ward momentum and 
room to turn around, 
drivers should make a U- 
turn when possible and 
proceed downhill in a 
lower gear while keeping 
their weight going uphill. 

If the ATV loses for¬ 
ward momentum, apply 
the brakes and then the 
parking brake. Dismount 
on the uphill side of the 
vehicle. 

One of the worst case 
scenarios of riding an 
ATV on hills is when the 
vehicle starts to roll

backward. If this hap¬ 
pens, the driver should 
keep their weight going 
uphill and apply only the 
front brakes. Drivers 
should apply the back 
brakes only when 
they’ve came to a com¬ 
plete stop followed by 
the parking brake. Ap¬ 
plying the back brakes 
abruptly when the vehi¬ 
cle starts to go backward 
could cause the vehicle 
to flip. Once the vehicle 
stops, drivers should dis¬ 
mount to the uphill side 
of the vehicle. If the ve¬ 
hicle continues to roll 
backward, drivers should 
dismount immediately 
on the uphill side. 

To descend a hill, driv¬ 
ers should always look 
ahead, keep their weight 
uphill, use a lower gear, 
keep the speed slow and 
gradually brake. They 
should make sure their 
path is clear of as many 
obstacles as possible. 

Going across a hill 
rather than straight up or 
down can be equally 
dangerous. Drivers 

should avoid traversing a 
slope that is slippery, 
rough or has loose dirt. 


Their weight still needs 
to lean uphill with feet on 
the vehicle’s foot rests. 
They may need to turn 
their wheels uphill if 
going across soft terrain 
to keep the vehicle 
steady. If the vehicle be¬ 
gins to tip, drivers should 
turn the wheels downhill 
if possible and if not, im¬ 
mediately dismount the 
vehicle on the uphill 
side. 

Remember Kentucky 
law requires parental su¬ 
pervision at all times for 
those under 16-years-old 
riding an ATV, and the 
vehicle’s engine should 
not exceed 90 cubic cen¬ 
timeter displacement. 
Those under 12 should 
not operate an ATV with 
an engine size more than 
70 cubic centimeters dis¬ 
placement. All ATV 
drivers and riders should 
wear proper riding 
equipment (helmet, 
gloves, long sleeve shirt, 
long pants and boots).
